Redlands lies in the extreme eastern 


end of San Bernardino Valley, with an 
elevation of 1,350 feet, and at a dis- 
tance of seventy miles .from the coast, 
surrounded on three sides by high 
mountains,and this protected situation 
unquestionably has a more equable ana 
desirable climate than is possible at 
other places where fogs and high winds 
are frequent. The city has an area ol 
17 square miles, though it is not built 
up closely. 
There are many large 


groves not far from the business sec- 
tion, so that, standing off on a height, 
one fails to sae a city at all. Seems to 
ba looking at an immense park of 
orange, lemon, pepper and other semi- 
tropical trees. In fact, the whole val- 
ley,is an immense grove with here and 
there a few cultivated fields. Even the 
foot-hills are covered with groves of 
the greenest green, in striking con- 
trast to the dead reddish tint that the 
sage bush gives to the mountains in 
the distance. 


The mountainTidge on the north and 


east averages about 5,000 feet in 
height, with ''Old Baldy," 10,000 feet; 
"Gray B»ck," over 12,000 leat, and far 
oft in the southeast, the majestic San 
Jacinto, 11,000 feet. These three peaks 
mentioned are snow capped and many 
times cloud capped. The entire range 
is almost treeless and the white bed 
rock is in plain sight, giving it the ap- 
pearance of immense sand peaks 
sparsely covered with sage and other 
brush. 


Redlands has many things to boast 


of besides her climate and among them 
are the Smiley'public library and Canon 
Crest park, the winter home ol the 
Smiley brothers. 
It is a private park 


but open to the public at all times. 
It contains 200 acres of rolling hills 
and is kept in the most perfect state 
of cultivation, with over a thousand 
varieties of trees, shrubs and some 
tropical flowers. Fine roads wind 
through the park, so that one can see 
every beauty spot as well as get a fine 
view of the city, lor it is possibly four 
hundred feet higher than the city. 


All this beauty and wealth have been 


brought about by means of water.

WASHINGTON, January SI.—The most 


adroit leadership in both the senate 
and the house has alone prevented the 
development of serious factional dis- 
turbances in Republican ranks during 
the week just passed and it is only a 
question of time when they will break 
out in a violent form on the floors of 
those bodies. It is difficult for one not 
actually on the scene to appreciate to 
what an extent the house of represen- 
tatives has ceased to be a deliberative 
body. For a time the Eepublican mem- 
bers felt themselves repaid for their 
loss of power by the example of perfect 
discipline which they set the country, 
but now that they are in so great a ma- 
jority as to believe themselves relieved 
from the danger of Democratic aggres- 
sions, they are longing for the birth- 
right which they bartered. 


Smarting with a sense of their loss 


of influence, the representatives are 
humiliated by the arrogance of cer- 
tain senators who- to-day openly say 
that the attitude of the house toward 
any of the important questions which 
congress must answer is of no import- 
ance, as the senate can and will recti- 
fy the errors of the "impulsive and 
irresponsible" lower body. 
Senator 


Cullom is to-day preparing a speech in 
upport of his contention that the 
house has no right to be heard in the 
matter of reciprocal treaties which are, 
the senator alleges, a matter for the 
senate and the president alone to con- 
sider, la view of the very important 
subject of reciprocity with Cuba which 
must soon be determined, the position 
of the senior senator from Illinois and a 
large number of his colleagues is partic- 
ularly exasperating. There Is no mis- 
taking the intent of the Dingley bill, 
which says that such treaties must be 
approved by "congress," but Senators 
Cullom, Lodge, Spooner, Frye, Hanna 
and others hold to the opinion that, ac 
cording to the Constitution, the presi- 
dent and the senate "alone constitute 
the treaty making power." 
Senator 


Lodge modifies his opinion somewhat, 
however, by saying that he believes 
that it would be courtesy to consult 
-he house, because any reciprocal 
treaty affects the question of raising 
revenue. 


The Philippine tariff bill will be re- 


ported to the senate to-day or to-mor- 
row and it is predicted that the debate 
on its provisions will last for a month. 
Senator 
Lodge professes to believe 


that it will be eventually passed as re- 
ported but there are members of his 
own party who greatly differ from 
h;m and who say that it will have to 
be referred back to the committee. 
Prominent among these is Senator 
Mitchell, of Oregon. After the bill 
i?ets through the senate it will have 
to pass the house and if the senate 
persists in its determination to exclude 
that body from a voice in the Cuban 
reciprocity affair there ie every possi- 
bility that Mr. Payne, chairman of the 
<?ays and means committee, and his 
colleagues will treat the measure with 
little consideration, as they believe 
that Senator Lodge, in his capacity of 
champion of the administration, will 
be th us brought to terms and will be 
forced to oppose the senate foreign 
relations committee in order to relieve 
Secretary Eoot from his present em- 
barrassing position. 


The isthmian canal, while by no 


means a partisan question, is capable 
of causing trouble that may develop 
ilong partisan lines 
Senator Morgan, 


who is as firmly committed to the Niea- 
raguan route as ever, called at the 
White House recently and came away 
seriously dissatisfied with the result of 
his interview with the president. He 
is also much disturbed at Senator Han- 
na's apparent disaffection in favor of 
the Dirien route. 
This route would 


require the construction of a tunnel 
8ve miles long through a solid granite 
mountain and the senator from Ala- 
bama considers it lacking in feasibility 
and its agitation merely an attempt to 
delay canal legislation. 


The senate committee on commerce 


Las authorized a favorable report on 
the Hanna-Frye ship subsidy bill by a 
strict party, vote, every Democrat on 
the committee voting against it. Sen-

OUR DUTY 


TOWARD 


CUBA. 


In an address be- 
fore the American 
Academy o£ Politi- 
cal and Social Sci- 
ence recently A. B. 


Farqnhar struck some sturdy blows for 
Cuba. Speaking of our duty toward 
the island, he said: 


"Oar responsibility is great because 


our power is great. At our command, 
as an express condition ot our ceasing 
to treat the island as conquered terri- 
tory under martial law, the 'Platt 
amendment' was forced into the new 
constitution of Cuba as an intesral part 
of her organic law. By that amend- 
ment the Cubans are brund hand and 
foot; powerless to conclude t-eities 
with other countries save by our con- 
sent, they cannot turn elsewhere for 
favorable terms, but must ba satisfied 
with what we choose to give them, and 
what we have hitherto ebosan to give 
them is only a fresh and increased dose 
of the old Spanish prescription—pau- 
perism and bankruptcy. The cimmer- 
cial products of the island are sugar zu? 
tobacco. For these our country is the 
natural m \rket, and we make our du- 
ties especiilly heavy on them; over 100 
per cent on sugir, the more impor- 
tant of the two; in other words, we tax 
the products of Cuba more than double 
the Dinjrley rates on dutiable goods 
generally, the rate beingSl.SSper hun- 
dred pounds, the Cubans receiving, 
after deducting cost of transportation, 
barely SI.70, which is less than cost of 
production. This cannot continue; it 
points to inevitable ruin and paralysis 
of productive and commercial enter- 
prise, with a relegation of that fair 
island to a condition of idleness and 
semi-barbarism. The land is fertile, 
luckily; nature there produces enough, 
with little assistance, to keep the pop 
ulation from siarvation, but there can 
be ao growth. I feel a slight shame in 
showing how our own interests are suf- 
fering along with those of our island 
ward.but that is one of the facts in the 
case and the pace at which the evil is 
progressing is clearly shown by the 
rate at which our Cuban export trade 
has fallen, off since 1899, when it was 
836,500,000. The loss in 1900was84,500,- 
000 and in the first eight months of 1901 
55,000,000. Our exports to Cuba in the 
year following the Blaine-McKinley 
reciprocity law doubled in value. Can 
any other lesson be drawn from the 
present falling off in a trade, so pros- 
perous elsewhere, than that our cus- 
tomers in Cuba cannot buy of us be- 
cause we have made them too poor?" 


Ewan Thomas, ex-president of the 


New York produce exchange, in pre- 
senting the views of that organization 
to the ways and means committee, said 
that last year $9,000,000 of American 
food products went to Cuba, about 
seventy-five per cent, of the business 
being done by members of the produce 
exchange. Continuing, he said: 


"Should the United States refuse to 


grant a reduction of duty on the im- 
ports of the two great staples of Cuba, 
sugar and tobacco, we believe the re- 
sult will be ruin to the planter, bank- 
ruptcy to the merchant and great dis- 
tress to the labor from the masses of 
Cuba, followed by serious industrial 
disturbances and disorder. Financial 
and economic disaster to Cuba will cor- 
respondingly 
injure our trade and 


materially reduce our exports of flour, 
corn, lard, bacon, pork, beans, peas, 
canned goods and other commodities. 
The material reduction of our exports 
and imports to and from Cuba,followed 
by a corresponding decrease in the 
carrying trade, will result in a loss of 
freight to ship owners. This commit- 
tee urges such reduction in the duties 
now levied on sugar and tobacco as will 
avert this impending disaster and 
thereby safeguard the interests we rep- 
resent." 


Sovernor-General Leonard Wood in 


Saturday's issue of the Outlook, plead- 
ing for a speedy reciprocal arrange- 
ment, insists that this country lias 
nothing to lose and much to gain 
thereby. The total amount of sugar 
produced io the United States is 450,- 
000 tons; in Cuba and the annexed 
islands about 1,000,000 tons more are 
grown and from Europe we buy about 
300,000 tons. One-fifth of all the sugar 
used by the people of the United States 
is imported. 
Cuba's contribution of 


sngar could not make us independent 
of Europe; consequently, as General 
Wood argues, it could not effect prices 
of the home product. Governor-Gen- 
eral Wood puts the^whole case in a 
nutshell when he says; 


"In the last three years the balance 


of trade has been over 530,000,000 
against the island. Her people have 
exhausted their resources in a heroic 
straggle to build up their industries, 
but they cannot go on spending more 
than they receive any longer, and this 
year's sugar crop, which will be over 
300,000 tons, represents their supreme 
effort, and unless relief comes—and 
comes quickly—we must expect a 
crisis which will render Cuba's posi- 
tion most deplorable and ours most 
embarrassing." 


In the past few years the honor of 


the nation has been the theme of 
many a campaign orator's speech. In 


fact, there has been so much said upon 
this subject that it seems as if the 
people have become surfeited with the 
glowing words of the spell binders and 
are at present indifferent as to this 
excellent virtue in our national life. 
But the warning sounded by these 
men should have a salutary effect. 
They know what they are talking 
about. Their statements are based on 
personal knowledge and long experi- 
ence. The fair-minded people of this 
country are not satisfied with their 
government's treatment of Cuba and 
they fully realizs the injustice of the 
Platt amendment. 


The New York (Pork! in an editorial 


on "Cuba's Plea to Congress" says: 


"A mere handful of protected beet- 


growers and cane-growers, who care 
nothing for Cuba, nothing for the 
millions of American sugar consumers, 
nor for anything else but 'their own 
pockets all the time,' are the only ob- 
strnetors of this nation's good-will to 
the people of Cuba. In spite of that 
obstruction th° American people ex- 
pect congress to grant them relief, and 
to grant it quickly."

"On with the dance, let joy be unconflned, 
No sleep till morn, where youth and beanty 


meet 
To chase the glowing hours with flying feet." 


It is true Mr. Vanderbilt was in no 


way responsible for the accident; he is 
a wise and generous man. Like hia 
father before him, worthy charity sel- 
dom pleads to him in vain; it is also 
true that the engagements were all 
made at heavy cost, the floral decora- 
tions in his house alone running up 
into the thousands, the services of 
Mm. Materna were not less than she 
receives nightly from the Italian opera, 
81,000; the music, engraving and other 
expenses swelled to a very large bill, 
whether the entertainment was given 
or not. The menu was served by Sher- 
ry, one of our most costly and expen- 
sive restaurateurs, and the articles 
provided by them for the feast were 
perishable and would have to be paid 
for whether consumed or not. All these 
expensive luxuries put together, even 
if everything were lost, would have 
made but a slight impression on Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt's hank account. The 
whole question resolves itself into one 
of propriety. 
No crime, and neverthe- 


less a grave offense for which upon re- 
flection Cornelius Vanderbilt will be 
sorry. Our city was plunged in sorrow 
and tha entire land mingled their sor- 
row with ours, and for Cornelius Van- 
derbilt to give such an entertainment at 
such a time was a grave error, to say 
the least. On a similar occasion, his 
grandfather, on being arraigned for 
a matter which brought him in opposi- 
tion to the public and being told by an 
intimate friend that he had given 
offense to the public, he is said to have 
replied, "The public be damned." 
Though it was very much like him to 
have said so, I don't believe he ever 
uttered those words, and his explicit 
denial confirms my belief. The public, 
however, at large, did not believe him 
and the lie traveled so fast that the 
truth was never able to catch it, and 
a non-admirer, who never took much 
stock in the great railroad millionaire, 
suggested as a motto to be inscribed 
upon the gate of the costly mausoleum 
at Dewdrop, "The Public Be Damned " 
It has not yet been inscribed there and 
I doubt very much if the succeeding 
Vanderbilts will profit by the sugges- 
tion. 


The weight of the terrible destruc- 


tion of life has been in part lifted from 
the shoulders of the unfortunate engi- 
neer and his vindication was discov- 
ered in a manner that could not be 
gainsaid. 
The committee appointed 


to investigate was composed of scien- 
tists and practical railroad men, and 
the vital question was, Did the engi- 
neer receive a proper warning; did the 
automatic torpedo explode and give 
the engineer a proper-warning ? To 
prove their case the defense placed a 
torpedo on the rail and ran a heavy 
engine over it with no result. It wa1* 
then tried not only with a locomotive, 
but with a heavy train aud still the 
torpedo remained intact. 
This was 


repeated several times without result. 
It was finally discovered that the 
ground beneath the rail was so soft 
that it presented no resistant power, 
but sank in the ground 
It is evident 


therefore that the most perfect auto- 
matic system ever invented by man 
will need a constant and close super- 
vision to see that the machinery con- 
trolling its action is always ready. 


One of the great sensations of the 


week has been the appearance in 
Brooklyn of Kabelik, the great Rus- 
sian, violinist 
We have witnessed 


scenes of phenomenal excitement over 
artists of rare and exceptional ability. 
One which occurred about two years

Paderewski, a piano virtuoso, who 
captured the town without trying. 
Men and women followed him aa a 


retreating forehead and the deep, 
swarthy skin, and with this combina- 
tion it was not difficult to suppose that 
the sounds with which he entranced 
his audiences were made by fiends who 
made their homes in that magical vio- 
lin, which from that day to this has 
had no duplicate. 
The success of this 


new aspirant for musical honors has 
been most pronounced. No unpleasant 
associations with the other world mars 
Kubelik's associations with everyday 
people. He has a plly, earthly look, a 
fair, fat and not an unkindly face. 
There is no sublimated refinement 
about Knbelik. He looks like a young 
man who could enjoy a beefsteak with 
sauer kraut for flavoring or one to 
whom a stein of bock beer would not 
be unpalatable. Of his hypnotic power 
there can be no question, for old and 


you, rich and poor, high and low paid 
tribute to his art after a fashion sel- 
dom seen in this irreverent country. 
We are not a reverential people and in 
this particular we might fiud consider- 
able good reading in the books of Con- 
fucius. In China the grandfather plays 
marbles and the boys look on lovingly 
at the exhibition of the grandfather's 
skill. 
Grandfather flies a kite and 


sonny climbs the fence with the tail 
to give the old man a good start. 
Speaking of Chinamen, a scene took 
place which excited my special wonder. 
A Chinaman converted to the Catholic 
faith died last week in one of our city 
hospitals. A priest was in attendance 
on him and in his dying moments ad- 
ministered the last rites of the Catho- 
lic church; absolution from all sins and 
the final rite of extreme unction, and 
thus prepared, the soul of the celestial 
winged its way to paradise. How sin- 
gular the contrast. The priest was an 
Irishman and by his action he deemed 
that poor and friendless Chinaman 
worthy of a place in heaven alongside 
the Savior Who died for him on tha, 
cross of Calvary. 


Now mark the change. Dennis Kear- 


ney, who was known in San Franeisei 
as King of the Sand Lots, raised a re- 
bellion among ruffians like hinnelf aud 
drove the Chinamen away from our 
country. All were robbed, m»ny were 
assassinated, for Dennis Kearney did 
not think a Chinaman was fit to live 
on earth. A minister of Christ consid- 
ered him worthy of a place at the foot 
of the great white throne and a minis- 
ter of Sitan in the shape of Dennis 
Kearney would not allow him to live 
up^n the earth. 
Which was right, 


the giod old Irish Catholic priest whn 
equipped that humble Chinese soul 
with everything needful, on his jour- 
ney to Paradise, who hear! his las', 
confession and gave him absolution, 
and who as the soul of the celestial 
was breaking away from the earthly 
tenement of clay placed on his fore- 
head the holy chrism, the last rite 
wh'eh the church administers to her 
departing children who have mad} 
their calling and election sure, or Dsn- 
nis Kearney, the King of the Sand 
Lots, whose record and noms will mark 
one of the most disgraceful periods in 
our American history? I am no China- 
phobist, There may be many reasons 
given why the Chinaman may not be a 
desirable neighbor, but there haa been 
no time since July 4, 1776, when the 
meanest Chinaman that ever drew 
breath was not a better man than Den- 
ais Kearney ever was, or ever could be 
if he lived till the crack of doom. 


The second week of the new decade 


will he memorable for the passing of 
Richard Croker. 
Last Friday, at a 


mietingof the finance committee, hi 
handed in his resignation as chairman 
of that body, and Louis Nixon, a ster- 
ling young Democrat, was chosen in his 
place.

"THE MAN WITH THE ADZE." 


How the Bntclier's Chopping Block 


la Kept Smooth and Neat. 


A constructive rather than a destruc- 


tive force implied by the name la "the 
man with the adze," who is sometimes 
seen by early comers to the meat mar- 
kets. 


Most persons have doubtless observ- 


ed the large blocks upon which butch- 
ers trim their steaks and chops. 
The 


top of the block is usually as smooth 
as glass, but the constant chopping of 
meat thereon roughens the surface 
eventually. The general idea seems to 
be that the butcher keeps his block 
smooth by merely sawing off the rough 
section. Such, however. Is uot the case. 
Specialism has even entered here. 


The man who makes a business of 


smoothing the butchers' blocks appears 
at the meal markets early in the morn- 
lug before the customers arrive. 
He 


rolls the big block to the sidewalk, 
then mounts to the top of It, adze in 
hand. 
Bringing it down swiftly from 


a vertical position above his bead, the 
blade is ituile to pass between bis legs, 
skimmii.jr tin- surface of the block with 
great dexterity. 


At each stroke a thin layer of the 


rough wood is removed. The operation 
is continued sufficiently to satisfy the 
butcher's requirements. Some three 
hours are ordinarily consumed in the 
operation, and at the end ot that time 
"the man with the adze" Qnds himself 
richer by $1.—New York Times.

George B. Seplogle, physician, now at Ox- 
ford university, London, and Frank S. Rep- 
logle, who is engineer and manager at the 
Replogle Governor works, Akron, O. The 
earlier life of Mr. Replogle was spent in 
fanning and as a teacher of country 
schools in Pennsylvania, Maryland and 
Virginia, he having served nine terms as 
teacher previous to his mamage. 


Deceased commenced farming at Mar- 
tinsburg about the year 1859, but later trav- 
eled in the interFst of several inventions 
which he produced relative to railroading 
and beeculture. In 1S79 he also produced 
several inventions which he operated in 
drilling wells for procuring water for farm- 
ers and other purposes, and laid by consid- 
erable wealth as a result of his operations 
in that direction.
